The Health and Welfare 
Agency is California’s ‘people’ 
agency. We’re in the business 
of helping people who are fac¬ 
ing hard times, whether through 
unemployment, physical or 
mental disability, drug addic¬ 
tion, lack of proper medical 
care, or trying 
to get straight 
with society 
after being 
convicted of 
a crime. 

Our pro¬ 
grams affect 
millions of 
C alifornians, 
directly or in¬ 
directly. Last year we spent 
nearly $6.4 billion in Federal, 
State, and county funds-dol- 
lars which came from the 
taxes you pay. 

I am a taxpayer, too, and 1 
want to know where and how 
my tax dollars are being spent. 

All of us have a right to 
know how government is han¬ 
dling our money-and that’s 
the purpose of this column. 
Health and welfare programs 
are becoming more complex as 
we refine our goals in the in¬ 
terests of economy and public 
service. 

We cannot tolerate free load¬ 
ing at the public’s expense: I 
will be telling you how the 
Health and Welfare Agency is 
tryingto prevent that situation 
from happening. We also will 
not allow genuinely needy 
people to suffer, and I will be 
letting you know what the 
Agency is doing to serve 


these people. 

Many people feel the money 
being spent on health and wel¬ 
fare is going into a bottomless 
pit—that there’s no return on 
the investment. They are 
wrong. 

Any reasonable amount of 
public funds spent on helping 
a juvenile heroin addict to 
kick his habit, to provide vo¬ 
cational training, and to find 
him a meaningful job is re¬ 
turned many times over—in the 
contributions he’ll be making 
to the economy through pro¬ 
ductive work, through normal 
consumption of goods and 
services (w h i c h generates 
more money to provide more 
jobs for more "people) and by 
paying his share of taxes. 

On the other side of the 
coin, the initial expenditure 
of public funds prevents fur¬ 
ther expenses—the costs we 
would be stuck with if he had 
gone on to a life of crime to 
support his habit. 

As the headline for this 
column says, these are your 
taxes at work, funding pro¬ 
grams to benefit you. In future 
columns I hope to give you 
a better understanding of 
how California’s largest State 
agency is using your tax 
dollars.

Habiéndosele caido entonces el brazo que 
sostiene la corona, matando a'3 obreros. Don 
Porfirio lo inaguro durante las fiestas del 
centenario. 

Para recubrir a estatua se importaron de 
Alemania 8 mil libras de lamina de oro de 
23 kilates. Abajo del oro hay brance rellen¬ 
ado de cemento. 

El angel se encuentras en la cuarta glorieta 
del Paseo de la Reforma y tiene 4 leones, 4 
guirnaldas, 4 agudas, 4 escudos nacionales 
y 4 esquinas con 4 heroes: BRAVO, MINA, 
GUERRERO Y MORELOS. 

Abajo hay 4 símbolos: la paz, la guerra, la 
justicia y la ley. 

El angel se fundió en Florencia, Italia y 
en julio de 1957 se cayo hacia la calle de 
Florencia. 

Para sus cimientos se usaron 50 kms. de 
pilotes de madera de eucalipto. Se ha elevado 
cuatró metros sobre el nivel de la calle. Su 
costo original fue de 3 y medio milliones de 
pesos y actualmente se encuentra puro y re¬ 
luciente, a causa del baño dorado que reci¬ 
bió recientemente.

El Sr. Luis Juarez es una de las personas 
conocidas entre la población Mexico Amer¬ 
icana, lo mismo que entre los otros grupos 
étnicos que radican en nuestra comunidad. 

Como recio luchador, Luis Juarez, es un 
ejemplo para la juventud que batalla bus¬ 
cando orientación que guie sus pasos en el 
camino de la vida. 

La Historia Mexicana nos habla de otro 
Señor Juarez que por mas de un siglo ha 
sido el faro para las juventudes de Latino 
America; el gran indio zapotéca Don Benito 
Juarez. 

El señor Luis Juarez nació en el Estado de 
Michigan, de los Estados Unidos de Notre 
America, pero al poco tiempo de haber 
nacido, sus padres regresaron a Mexico, a 
Nueva Rosita, Coahuila, en este lugar Luis 
hizo su escuela primaria. Tenia trece años 
cuando regreso a Los Angeles California, 
empezó a estudiar Ingles, sosteniéndose con 
su trabajo que cambiaba con mucha frescu- 
encia, cortaba zacate, arreglaba jardines, po¬ 
daba árboles, harria y limpiaba solares, lava¬ 
ba platos, ayudaba en los restaurantes, en fin, 
donde habia forma de ganar un dolar alli 
estaba Luis, pero no descuidaba sus estudios, 
en la escuela hacia toda clase de trabajos que 
le dejaran dinero para pagar su colegiatura. 

Cuando tenia diez y siete años ingreso en 


la Marina, sirvió en el Pacifico por tres años, 
durante las horas libres que le dejaba el 
servicio siguió estudiando hasta lograr ter¬ 
minar su "High School.” Cuando salió de 
la Marina ya se habia graduado de High 
School, entonces entro a estudiar en el "City 
College de Santa Monica,” California. 

En 1949 se radico en San José, matriculán¬ 
dose en el "San José State College.” Por cua¬ 
tro años estuvo estudiano y trabajando, algu¬ 
nas veces en los campos, piscando fruta o 
trabajando en las hortaliza, asi sostenía sus 
estudios y su familia,■"‘-para entonces ya tenia 
dos hijos, dos hijas su señora. 

Estudiaba "Enviromental Health” Sanea¬ 
miento Ambidental. Con los conocimientos 
que habia adquirido en sus estudios consi¬ 
guió trabajo como inspector de salubridad 
con el gobierno. Se hizo una competencia 
entre nueve empleados, en esa competencia 
el señor Juarez logro quedar en primer lugar. 
Era el primer Mexico Americano que lograba 
un puesto de esa categoría a pesar de la dis¬ 
criminación. Esto le valió una Beca para Post 
Graduados, fue a Berkeley, estudiando en 
este plantel hasta que recibió su Master Degre 
en Salubridad Publica en 1957. 

Las Naciones Unidas le propusieron tra¬ 
bajar en este organismo, como Consejero de 
Salud para la America Latina, dependiente 
de la Organización Mundial para la Salud. 
Los países que estuvieron a su cargo fueron: 
Mexico, Guatemala, Honduras, Columbia y 
Ecuador. Por dos años desempeño esta tarea, 
al terminar regreso nuevamente a San José 
como Inspector de Salubridad encargado de 
las organizaciones de ciudadanos al cuidado 
del aspecto y la salubridad de la ciudad. 

El gogierno federal le ofreció un puesto 
en la campaña de la erradicación de la fiebre 
amarilla éralos Estados de Texas, Louisiana, 
Florida, las islas vírgenes y Puerto Rico; ya 
habiendo hecho arreglos para salir en esa 
comisión el "City Manager,” Regente de la 
Ciudad le ofreció hacerlo su asistente si se 
quedaba en San Jose, el Sr. Juarez acepto el 
puesto de asistente del Sr. Hamann. Sin em¬ 
bargo, para ocupar este puesto, habia el in¬ 
conveniente de que era Mexico Americano y 
yue ningún Mexico Americano habia desem¬ 
peñado un puesto de esa responsabilidad, por 
lo cual seria muy mal visto; pero haciendo 
a un lado los prejuicios y basándose en los 
conocimientos demonstrados por el Sr. Juár¬ 
ez, asi como los servicios prestados se hizo 
cargo del puesto desde 1964 hasta 1968.
